Heusinger also adnitted that he received good though 
unevaluated reports fron Heins* that he was impressed with how 
much Heins appeared to accomplish with far lece funds than 
those available to Zipper and that he was quite unhappy that 
the Blan* Office was currently receiving no intelligence

Comment* % have been observing the Utility-Heusinger relations 
ship with considerable interest during past year. Heuslgger** 
annoyance with Utility stems primarily from competition for key 
military personnel and irritation on part of Heusinger that 
Utility does not transmit intelligence in any quantity to Blank 
office.. On other hand Heuiinger is always welcome at Pullach 
le given complete briefing during visits. Utility says frankly 
he convinced that Blank Office is penetrated and will not
